The point of view of the people Is smasairlBed as foUowst "Owing 
to the strong and rughless security and cpy system that holds us down we can 
not make any move except a decisive one* And this deeleive move osn only be 
made it we have the assturaaee of Wostem support* If we take any Individual 
or local action now we lack the means and can be deetrcyed pleoemeal* with our 
famillts* If we are promised help and receive that hel|>* we are then prepared 
to (bu|m our boats" - l*e** to abandon our h<^s and oautlon And come out InAo 
the open* When that sit twit Ion arises the idtole peeple wouod respond and the 
great majority of the Arsy* In the ease of the Azwy* moet officers and men 
would bo likely to desert and join the peeple* so that the Amy would break up*

them telling them that a deelelon to help th«s has been taken and stating a

3* Other Infonaati<Ma on tho Politioal Situation 

(a) ftan people do not fear the polioe as nueh as the loeal Gemaunist 
Mitj aeabers and orgaaisations with their loeal aetlvlties and their spies* 
Thojr ere the stzvngth of Comnuaisa in ALBANIA todaf and a seureo of great 
harm to the people* 

(b) The Gevernaent is in a eonstantljr nervous state* It has no faith 
in Itself and is frequentiijr asking change and aoveaant throughout its 
organisations, to tiy and aaks a show of strength* It has lost the trust 
of the people which to seat extent it had from 1945 ^ 1947* It knows that 
treaetlont is veiy strong today and therefore makes a point of pnhlioljr saying 
It is weak* They maintain th9±r constant attains to build theasolves up By 
propaganda, fey radio, eenferenees, ete* But all their otateaetits are ^w»und 
and fuzy^ and lack all reality* The people have eeen through their lies* ln«> 
stead of the progress tho Gevernaent boasts of, there is nothing but aisocy* 
The greatest factor antagonising the people towards the regime is their bad 
ecenonle situation* 

(e) In local couacile, taking their cue from higher party members 
disOuss what aetion could be taken in the event of an anti^reglme outbreak* 
They feel that Qovemamt and Party organisations are weak beoause they lack 
popular support and they are afraid of every Allied nove* The position of 
CeamunisB In ALBANIA has weakened* 

(d) Paotoxy workers are not convinced Oommonists except for the few 
youths of the more oerrapt type referred to above, and for the «responslble< 
officials* Jn every plaoe of work sabotage exists* Pay and living ocoditions 
of woxkors art bad, 1^ they can not get out of woric* The regime has ipreat 
need of aenual workers aadtekse people ly foree for suoh work or forees thorn 
into it By eoononie pressure* Those who try to esoepe from the net meet with 
puniehaent* 



4* Belations Between HOXKA and SHEHB 



Their personal relations are bad, largely Owing to the egoism and jealousy 
of SHBHU* He considers himself the victor of the Albanian revolution* He is working 
to achieve leadership and endeavours to be heard in public as auoh as possible and 
to gain the sya^Jathy of the people* But the people do not like him, in fact they 
dislike him so much that they do not even mention his name. SHEHU has a few follow- 
ers, including officers who seinred in his partisan brigade*
